PREFACE, 


HIS somewhat extensive collection is of the periods that appeal 


strongly to a wide circle of numismatists. 


Formed with much energy and careful discrimination by Mr. HE. H. 
Wheeler during many years, the collection includes many rarities of 
front rank, chiefly in faultless preservation. Amongst these remarkable 
pieces may be mentioned some pennies of Henry I and Stephen 
(especially of the latter), a fine example of the rare penny depicting 
Matilda and Prince Henry of Scotland (192), one of Prince Henry of 
Anjou (194), another of Eustace Fitzjohn (195), and Robert de Stute- 
ville (196). Another extraordinary piece is the double penny of Henry 
Til (201) formerly in the Ready collection. Two fine groats of Edward I 
(208, 204), a rare farthing of Edward III (235), half groats of 
Henry IV (245, 246), half groat and penny of the heavy coinage of 
IWdward IV (263, 264), the perhaps unique half groat of Norwich (271). 
The “ Septim” shilling and another (284, 285) of Henry the Seventh, 
the unique Tournay half groat and rare porteullis farthing (298, 311) 
of Henry VIII, the very rare milled three-farthings, 1563, of Elizabeth 
(354).
